Depth  of  the  Ocean. 

The  ocean  i«  not  a  “ bottomless  deep,” 
except  to  the  poets  and  young  ladies,  neith 
er  of  w~

in  taking  soundings.  Mot 

only  have  skillful  seamen  known  how  to 
reach  the  bottom  and  fetch  parts  of  it  up  to 
the  top  from  great  depths,  but  maiheumti 
riaus  have  given  themselves  the  trouble  to 
calculate  theoretically  its  average  depth 
Boffon  gave  this  at  240  fathoms,  or  1,440 
feet ;  Lecaille  gives  from  164  to  278  fathoms  ; 
Laplace,  erroneously  estimating  the  mean 
elevation  <  A  the  land  at  3,280  feet — three 
timer  the  height  now  allowed  by  physicial 
geographers — thought  the  waters  of  the 
sea  must  be  of  about  equal  depth,  j  Young 
assigned  a  depth  of  2,736  fathoms  to  the 
Atlantic  and  about  3,800  fathoms  to  the 
great  South  sea.  According  to  thisesti 
mote,  other  mathemeticians  add,  the  Pacific 
must  be  at  its  deepest  point  fifteen  and 
half  miles  in  deptn,  which  is  scarcely  prob¬ 
able.  Their  bottoms  are  of  unequal  depth, 
and  they  contain  mountains  as  well  as  vast 
roiling  plains. 

If  tne  waters  of  the  Mediterranean  were 
suddenly  lowered  about  110  fathoms,  it 
would  be  divided  into  three  distinct  sheets 
of  water :  Italy  would  be  joined  to  Sicily, 
Sicily  would  be  united  by  an  isthmus  to 
Africa,  the  Dardanelles  and  the  Bosphorus 
would  be  closed,  but  the  outlet  of  Gibralter 
would  remain  in  free  communication  with 
the  Atlantic  Ocean.  If  the  level  were  low¬ 
ered  by  about  660  fathoms,  the  /Eg* 'an,  the 
Euxine,  and  the  Adriatic  would  wholly  dis¬ 
appear,  or  only  leave  in  their  beds  unimpor¬ 
tant  pools  :  the  remainder  of  the  Mediter¬ 
ranean  would  be  divided  into  several  seas 
like  the  Caspian,  either  isolated,  or  commu¬ 
nicating  with  each  other  by  narrow  channels 
and  the  terminal  promontory  of  Europe 
would  be  joUfcd  by  the  isthmus  of  Gibralter 
to  the  mountains  of  Africa.  A  depression 
of  about  1, 100  fathoms  would  leave  nothing 
but  three  inland  lakes  ;  to  tne  west,  a  trian¬ 
gular  basin  occupying  the  centre  of  the  de¬ 
pression  between  France  and  Algeria ;  in 
the  middle,  a  long  cavity  extending  from 
Crete  to  Sicily  ;  and  eastward,  a  hollow  ly¬ 
ing  in  front  of  the  Egyptian  coast.  The 
greatest  depth  of  the  Mediterranean,  ex¬ 
ceeding  1,200  fathoms,  lies  to  the  north  of 
Syrtea,  almost  in  the  geometrical  oentre  of 
the  basin.

A  Horrible  Death. 


The  Chicago  Timet  tells  the  following 
story  of  the  hanging  of  Osborne,  in  Illinois : 

Tne  Sheriff  stepped  across  the  scaffold, 
seized  the  ring  to  which  the  rope-slipping 
drop  was  attached,  and  with  a  dull  thud 
Osborne’B  body  was  swung  in  mid-air.  Then 
ensued  a  horrible  scene. 

The  crowd  .outside  heard  the  dull  thud 
and  sent  up  a  thousand  answering  yells  ; 
but  they  were  forgotten  at  once  by  those  in 
the  in  closure,  for  there,  dangling  above 
them,  was  the  still  living  body  of  Osborne. 
Thirty  seconds  after  the  fall,  and  when  the 
first  deadening  sensations  were  over,  the 
body  commenced  to  writhe  terribly.  The 
feet  appeared  to  struggle  with  inhuman 
power  to  eeeupe  from  the  cords  binding 
them  together,  and  succeeded  in  loosening 
them  somewhat.  With  spasmodic  jerks 
they  were  raised  up  and  down  once  or  twice, 
nearly  reaching  the  knees,  which  were  bent 
and  unbent  with  sickening  rapidity  and  con¬ 
stant  quiverings  fearful  to  contemplate. 

But  the  most  ghostly  sight  of  all  was  the 
frantic  endeavors  of  the  poor  wretch  to 
loosen  his  hands  and  to  grasp  by  them  the 
boarding,  to  reach  which  he  appeared  to 
aim  with  unerring  instinct  His  hands 
twitched,  contracted,  flew  open,  were  cov¬ 
ered  with  clammy  perspiration,  and  strove 
to  seize  some  undefined,  unattainable  thing, 
while  his  whole  body  was  bent  and  swing¬ 
ing  from  side  to  side  with  horrible  quivers 
from  head  to  foot  The  crowd,  horror- 
stricken,  turned  their  heads  away,  and  the 
Sheriff  blanched  white  as  snow.  “His  neck 
is  not  broken  I”  was  the  remark  that  fell 
from  every  knowing  one  present  Such 
was  the  fact  For  the  seemingly  endless 
space  of  five  minutes  Osborne  struggled. 
Little  by  little  his  body  ceased  its  fearful 
contortions,  and  first  his  feet,  then  his 
hands  became  motionless  ;  but  his  heart 
continued  to  beat  and  his  chest  to  receive 
inspiration  of  the  beautiful  clear  air  of  the 
summer  day  which  was  do  sing  j  on  him  for¬ 
ever.  %The  physicians  approached  the  body, 
and  with  light  fingers  felt  the  .pulse.  At 
two  minutes  and  forty  seconds  it  beat  nine¬ 
ty  pulsations  to  the  minute.  A  moment 
afterward  it  had  fallen  to  seventy-two.  Five 
minutes  saw  it  at  fifty-two,  and  six  and  a 
half  minutes  it  still  beat  feehl  .  Eight 
minutes  and  no  pulsation  at  the  wrist.  In 
eight  minutes  ana  thirty  seconds  Dr.  Hamil¬ 
ton  placed  his  hands  on  Osborne’s  heart 
and  pronounced  him  dead. 

Scarcely  were  the  words  out  of  his  mouth 
when  a  terrible  crash  was  heard  outside. 
The  carriage  shed  of  the  sheriff  had  gives 
way,  and  the  crowd  upon  it  had  been 
precipitated  earthward.  Those  outside  the 
enclosure  not  knowing  what  haA  happened, 
stood  expectant,  awaiting  a  scene  of  riot. 
But  the  presented  arms  of  the  military  men 
kept  the  crowd  in  ord  ~

To-day  there  is  a  man  going  about  the 
streets  of  this  city,  ragged,  dirty,  and  pen¬ 
niless,  subsisting  on  nee  lunches  and  the 
charity  of  gamblers,  and  has  not  slept  in  a 
bed  for  months,  who,  daring  the  war,  was 
one  of  the  most  dashing  cavalry  officers  in 
the  Union  army,  and  was  promoted  from 
the  rank  of  first  lieutenant  to  full  brigadier 
and  brevet  Major  General  for  brillianl  ex- 

Eloits  on  the  field  of  battle,  and  who  for  a 
mg  timA  had  a  large  and  important  oom- 
mand. 

He  has  been  here  for  two  or  three  months 
under  an  assumed  name,  being  ashamed  to 
dim  the  brilliancy  of  his  former  record  in 
the  service  of  his  country  by  an  exhibition 
of  his  degradation  under  his  former  honor¬ 
ed  name.

Yesterday  a  News  re¬ 
porter  tried  to  interview  the  man  and  en¬ 
deavor  to  learn  something  of  his  life  in  the 
past  few  years,  but  he  declined  to  commu¬ 
nicate  anything.  He  cried  like  a  child 
when  told  his  right  name  and  former  posi¬ 
tion  were  ascertained,  and,  with  team  trick¬ 
ling  down  his  cheeks,  said  :  “For  God’s 
sake,  sir,  don’t  publish  my  degxation,  < 
my  name,  at  least,  if  you  are  determined  < 
iy  something  about  it  It  is  enough  that 
know  myself  how  low  I  have  become. 
Win  you  promise  that  much  ?  It  will  do  no 
good,  but  will  do  my  friends  a  great  deal  of 
harm,  as  fortunately  they  think  I  died  in 
South  America,  where  I  weut  at  the  dose  of 
the  war.” 

Intemperance  and  the  gaming  table,  he 
said,  had  wrought  his  ruin.
